Fatally Shot Charles Hertel, County 


Superintendent of Schools. 


WYATT WAS DENIED A CERTIFICATE 


Negro Severely Clubbed Man who Attempted to Interfere 


—Lynching Occurred Two Hours After 


the Deed Was Committed 


THE PHYSICIANS SAY 
THAT HERTEL WILL 
DIE 


Belleville, 111., June 6—W. T. Wy- 


att, a colored school 
teacher, 
was 


lynched here 
tonight 
for 
shooting 


County School Superintendent Charles 
Hertel, of St. Clair county. 


Hertel had refused 
to renew 
the 


teaching certificate of Wyatt and was 
Ehot. Two hours later a mob lynched 
Wyatt. 


The shooting occurred in Hertel's of- 


fice this evening and followed his re- 
fusal to renew Wyatt's certificate to 
teach. 


Superintendent Hertel was removed 


to the hospital. Physicians say there 
is no chance for his recovery. 


A man named Fielder was In the 


office when the shooting occurred. He 
grappled with Wyatt, but the 
negro 


beat him off with the butt of the re- 
volver, inflicting severe scalp wounds. 


A policeman, hearing the 
shooting, 


ran to Hertel's office and succeeded in 
arresting the negro who was hurried 
to jail. 


A strong guard •uas placed 
about 


the jail but it could not resist the at- 
tack of the mob of about 5000 people, 
who, despite the pleadings 
of 
the 


mayor and otheirf, seized Wyatt, took 
him to the public square and 
there 1 


hanged him to a telephone pole. 


After he was dead the mob cut the 


body down and burned it. 


Wyatt's home is in East St Louis. 


Before being executed Wyatt asserted 
that the shooting was the result of a 
political grudge. 


While the body was jerking in the 


throes of death from strangulation the 
mob began building a fire at the foot 
of the pole. The flames flared up and 
licked the feet of the victim but this 
did not satisfy the mob and another 
and larger fire was started near 
by. 


When it had begun burning briskly, 
the negro, still half alive, was 
cut 


clown and after being covered with 
coal oil was cast into the fire Moans 
of pain were heard from the half dead 
victim and these served to further in- 
furiate his tormentors. They fell upon 
him with clubs and knives and beat 
and cut the burning body almost " to 
pieces and not until every sign of life 
had departed did they desist and per- 
mit the flames to devour the body. As 
the fire lighted up the scene members 
of the mob stood around the funeral 
pyre adding fuel to the flames and de- 
nouncing the negro for the shooting. 
After the body had been reduced to 
ashes the mob departed.

North of East St. Louis the tops 


of freight cars and houses, appear 
above the surface, and grain elevators 
surrounded and flooded

scene of desolation indicative of the 
flood's advancing energy. 


The stage of the Mississippi has not 


changed materially north of the mouth, 
of the Missouri, but below that point 
the rise continues. 
Missouri points, 


just north of the confluence of the 
rivers, a fertile section beyond the 
reach of ordinary high waters, has 
been covered to a considerable depth. 
Twenty miles west of St. Louis, miles 
of farming lands have been deluged 
by the breaking of the Greer levee.

Resources 
But Only 


Sparsely Settled. 


There is probsibly no country in the 


world so rich in natural resorces that 
iri at the same time r,o sparsely settled 
as Oregon. 
The '.'iversity of agricul- 


tural possibilities m continually being 
shown by successful experiments, and 
the richness of the river valley beggars 
description. 
The northwest is pre- 


eminently the -wonderland of produc- 
tion on the continent. William Macleod 
Rninp in June Pearson's, tells how a 
farmer in the Hood river country rais- 
ed on four acres eight hundred bushels 
of potatoes, that nearly all ran from 
three to eight pounds apiece.

was not one In the lot that weighed 
less than a pound. Squashes weighing 
as much as a large man. pumpkins tip- 
ping the scale at the hundredweight,

'Significance of the Irish Land Purchase Bill 
A 


RE the land troubles in Ireland 


at last to'end? Is home rule 
for Ireland at last within 
sight? Unless something un- 


foreseen should occur, it would seem to 
be within bounds to answer both these 
queries in the affirmative. 


The land purchase bill recently agreed 


upon by representative Irish leaders 
and landlords makes these conditions 
easily probable, especially since the ba- 
sis of agreement being a bill drafted by 
the Right Hon. George Wyndham, chief 
secretary for Ireland, naturally has the 
•anctlon of the government. 


A wide misapprehension with refer- 


ence to tfiis land .purchase bill appears 
to exist. The general impression is that 
It is absolutely new legislation, when in 
reality it Is merely a plan designed to 
overcome the shortcomings of earlier 
schemes which worked beautifully for 
awhile and then because of untoward 
events fell to the ground. In order to 
properly understand the present sug- 
gested legislation it is necessary to con- 
eider the conditions leading up to it. 


In the first place, the keynote of the 


trouble between landlord, and tenant in 
Ireland is the everlasting poverty of 
the land.' Not that the land is natu- 
rally poor, but-the-conditions long pre- 
vailing made it. unnecessary for the 
landlord jto improve. It .and. .offered, no 
Incentive for the tenant to do so. Orig- 
inally all "holders of leased lands in Ire- 
land were tenants;at will. The land- 
lords exa'cted ' what' they could' from 
them, and if- they refused to pay they 
were evicted. . .The 'property had run 
down, and with the awful rent exacted 
the tenant was not in a position to bet- 
ter its condition, especially since he 
understood that if he did so his land- 
lord would raise the rent, and if he did 
not "stand the raise" he would have to 
get out, leaving his improvements be- 
hind him. The inevitable result was 
that he simply agreed to pay the exor- 
bitant rent, got what he could out of 
the ground, and if he was unable to 
meet 
his 
obligations 
was 
evicted. 


There could be but one result, and that 
•was reached with startling promptness. 
It became simply impossible to make 
the .drained and impoverished 
land 


yield' the demanded rent, inexorable 
landlords evicted the tenants, and the 
latte^. driven to desperation, resisted. 
with the result that much valuable and 
honest blood was shed. The victims of 
this 'system regarded themselves as 
martyrs and were looked upon as he- 
roes *y their fellows, who felt that they 
were merely fighting for the right to 
live In return for the hardest sort of 
hard- work. 


The situation had become intolerable 


When In 1881 Gladstone's land act was 
passed. By the terms of this bill the 
tenan.t by reason of the improvements 
he had made became a Joint owner of 
the land, and a commission was ap- 
pointed to fix the rental at intervals of 
fifteen years. 
So long as the tenant 


paid his rent he could not be evicted. 
This .plan worked fairly well for a time, 
but it was not honestly administered! j 
the commissioners fixing rentals which 
were unfair to the tenants, even charg- 
Ing^them more because of the improve- j 
merits they themselves had put upon j 
the property. Then, too, came a period ] 
when agricultural products brought ab- j 
surdjy low prices, which the comrnls- i 


fused to pay rent. Uvlrtions followed, 
along with some bloodshed, and the 
prisons of Ireland were filled with men 
who conscientiously believed that they 
were but standing up for their God 
given rights. 
The government mean- 


while, although it. was unwilling to do 
as the tenants wished, was bitterly re- 
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sioners utterly ignored in their revision 
of rents. 
Finally this arrangement, 


promising enough on paper, also got to 
be intolerable and was 
substantially 


abandoned. 


The next experiment went even far- 


ther than the one which is about to be 
tried, but it failed because of improper 
administration. After landlord and ten- 
ant had agreed upon a price for the 
land the government commissioners in- 
vestigated, and if they decided that 
there was sufficient margin to make it 
a reasonably safe investment the gov- 
ernment paid the money, the tenant 
took title to the property and began his \ 
yearly payments to the government. 
These payments, it may be mentioned, ] 
were considerably less than the former 
rent. It is said that more than 60,000' 
persons took advantage of this privilege ! 
and are now working off their obliga- i 
tions. and it is also worthy of note that 
payments' are seldom missed; so that 
England's1 experience in this direction 
was particularly satisfactory. Why did 
this not continue? Because of the cu- 


pldlty of the landlords. 
The govern- 


ment did not feel warranted in making 
sales compulsory, so the landlords 
named exorbitant figures as the price 
of their property. 


Again, the government—and, by the 


way, it was nearly always a Tory gov- 
ernment—stepped in. Instead of pay- 
ing cash it paid for the land in bonds, 
which soon followed consols to a point 
considerably abovp par. For instance, 
a bond for £100 ($500) was worth in the 
open market $565. Thus it came about 
that the owners of the land were will- 
ing to sell for less than they, had been 


asking because of the premium on the 
bonds. Again things were going along i 
swimmingly when the Boer war broke 
out. Then not only did the land pur- i 
chase bonds go down, but even the con- | 
sols 
fell. 
The bond 
which 
twelve 


months before was worth $565 was now 
worth but $450, and again there was 
trouble, the landlords demanding even 
more than they had askerl before the 
inauguration of the bond plan of pay- 
ment. The teha'nts demanded that the 
landlords be compelled to sell. 
The 


government refused to comply with 
this, and the tenants in many cases re- 


sentful of the attitude of the landlords 
who had forced them Into a most un- 
comfortable corner, and when it was 
suggested that the government take a 
hand in the game and arrange a plan 
for bridging the ever widening differ- 
ences between the holders and the own- 
ers of the land in Ireland it lost no time 
in drafting the present bill. This of- 
fers one of the most unique solutions of 
a difficult problem ever recorded in his- 
tory, and the credit for it is due to 
Chief Secretary Wyndham. There is no 
absolute compulsion, but at the same 
time a holder is practically compelled 
to sell when the opportunity offers, so 
ingeniously is the bill drawn. And yet 
the plan is simplicity itself. 


Three land commissioners will be in 


charge of the land purchases. 
Owners 


are given a certain percentage of in- 
crease over the true value of their land, 
and tenants may acquire it by the an- 
nual payment of sums considerably less 
than their present rents. 
It would 


seem from this that a deficit must inev- 
itably result. But if all payments are 
promptly made there will be no short- 
age of any account. The landlords will 
be paid in bonds bearing interest at the 
rate of 2% per cent per annum and ma- 
turing in thirty years. The early pay- 
ments from the tenants will meet the 
interest demands on these bonds, and 
an immediate saving of nearly $1,500,000 
a year will result from the more eco- 
nomical administration of affairs in Ire- 
land made possible by this act. Inas- 
much as a further annual saving of 


I more than $500,000 will later be shown, 
' there will be little difficulty in refund- 
ing at the end of the thirty years such 
bonds as the government may not de- 
sire to then redeem. In their place will 
be issued new bonds, the interest on 
which will be paid by the land install- 
ments, the $2,000,000 and more of annual 
saving in administration being retained 
with the accumulation of interest for 
redemption purposes. 


A unique feature of the new land 


purchase act i« the provision whereby 
a landlord may buy his own lam) from 
himself. What lo more, he may do this 
without paying anything appreciable 
for the use of the money. The. govern- 
ment pays him for his Jand, and he 
simply keeps up his annual payments 
just as the purchasing tenant would <lo. 
The bonds he receive.'} will produce 
practically the amount of this annual 
installment, so that if he Bells and holds 
the bonds without using the interest he 
will at the end of thirty years have lila 
property and the bonds too. But the 
prime object of this provision Is to en- 
able the owners of run down places to 
Improve their property so as to increase 
its earning power and destroy the ne- 
cessity for making a worn out farm 
earn the income of a well kept one. If 
the scheme works, there will be no Im- 
poverished landlords and no poverty 
stricken tenantry, two connummatlons 
devoutly to be wished. 


The basis of price for farms will 


doubtless average about twenty times 
the annual rent. 
Naturally, then, In 


order to make the annual installments 
less than the former rent it will be nec- 
essary to carry the Installments over a 
long period of years. This has 
b< on 


arranged for. A tenant may terminate 
his payments at any time by settling 
the balance due, but he may have the 
period fixed at sixty-eight years, which 
is the extreme limit. If a man wishes 
to "pay out" in fifty years, his install- 
ments are correspondingly increased, 
and if he has some means and wishes to 
work off his debt in twenty or even ten 
years he is at liberty to do so by corre- 
spondingly increasing the amount of 
the annual payment. 


When Mr. Wynham's plan was first 


broached it was immediately met with 
the objection that it was merely a 
makeshift; that in a very short time 
the more thrifty of the newly created 
landlords would be buying up the prop- 
erty of 'their less provident neighbors. 
This has been provided for, however, 
for there are restrictions upon selling 
and even mortgaging. Indeed, by one 
provision of the bill the tenant never 
owns the property in fee simple. 
He 


pays for seven-eighths of it, and the 
government holds the other eighth in 
perpetuity, the tenant paying for the 
use of that eighth at the rate of 2% per 
cent per annum of its value. This is 
done as a protection to the purchaser, 
who might otherwise be tempted to 
part with the savings of years, but. it 
is generally understood that it is the 
purpose of the government when the 
seven-eighths shall have been paid for 
to give to the tenant a title in fee 
simple. 


After this plan of Mr. Wyndham's 


shall have been given a fair test and 
found to work as well as its projector 
hopes, it is a practical certainly that 
Ireland will be given home rule. Why? 
Because in that event all possible ob- 
jections to it will have been removed, 
and there will then not be a valid argu- 
ment against granting the one thing 
upon which the hearts of the Irish peo- 
ple havf been set for centuries and

The set consists of a plateau, teapot and cover, sugar bowl arid cover, milk pitcher and 
one cup and saucer. It is of the finest quality of Sevres, of a delicate canary yellow groundwork, and the colors, after 
the lapse of more than a century and a quarter, are'as bright as though they had been burned in but yesterday.

serving three >eais in the Orient. His 
health failed and he resigned. 


He has \isitecl this country a num- 


ber of times and has now been station- 
pel at Washington for three months 
and declares that he will now remain 
in this counti y. When asked for some 
of his 
impressions 
concerning this 


country he gave what would to the 
avciage American citizen be ipgardcd 
as little short ot amazing. With a 
shrug of his fhouldeis ho said "It is 
too rich. The—the—" He waved his 
hands in i deprecatory way because he 
could not get the word he wanted and 
f i n a l l y dug his cane into the sort anet 
displayed some rich black eaith and 
said "See." 


Heir Schumacher said that the peo- 


ple of this country could make a living 
w i t h too little exertion; that at pres- 
ent they were living on tho cieam "and 
its rich cream," he added. They w e r e 
t iking only the best Thp average man 
heie is piodlgHl. What he earns ho 
spenrls at once. Hp has no thought of 
the moriow and rests on the easy as- 
surance that he will have no difficulty 
in leplemshmg his purse when he has 
succeeded in emptying it. "One hun- 
dred years frum now, and one hundred 
ypais is a short timp in the life of a 
nation, it will bp different." And all of 
this with gestures arc! shrugs of shoul- 
ders anr| an occasional halting for a 
woid that added a charm to his con- 
vei sal ion. 


It was a thing to be proud of and 


TIeir Schumacher several timeg men- 
tioned that the Cologne Gazette was 
the only daily paper in Germany that 
maintained regular representatives in 
this countty, and he was happy to be 
one of them, but he was careful to 
have it understood that H. Balz was 
thp ehicf and that he, Schumacher, 


were that the American soldipr would 
provp the greatest on earth but at 
prpsent IIP would make that admission 
only in thp strictpst confidence.

IIP dprlared howevpr that 
in this cotmtry there was in tnat po- 
sition a vast reference from the con- 
ditions which fared one in the capitals 
of continental Europe. In Vienna for 
instinee a mere newspaper eoyrefpen- 
elent had no social standing, while at 
Washington his so( ial obligations, if 
he caierl to make them, were many. He 
left HIP impression that it was" fre- 
quently from the gossip in social life 
that pointers for his letters were to be 
had, but when thp question was point- 
edly put he said "Oh no we talk about 
the weather."

ippomti.l inspedor of the EIe\mth lighthouse district with 


liciilqtuileiH at Detroit. Three jear.s later he was placeil jtl command 
of the Sloop Ranger and aBsifrneil to special servii e on the lower 
coast of California. In ]S8!» he bcramp insppctor of ordnance at tho 
Boston navy yard, and in 1S'I3 was trausfei recj to the navy depart- 
ment In Washington aw assist int to the chief of the bureau of naviga- 
tion, where he remained, attaining the rank of captain in 1896, un- 
til he assumed command of the Brooklyn. He commanded this vessel 
while it was pait of the Hying sejuardon, under Commodore Schley, and 
afterward when it was attached to Rear Admiral Sampson's command.

He has \isited this country a num- 


ber of times and has now been station- 
ed at Washington for three months 
and <3ecltires that he will now remain 
in this countiy. When asked for some 
of his 
impressions 
concerning this 


country he gave what would to the 
avpiaqe A m o i h . i n citi/r-n be icgarded 
as little short ot amazing. With a 
shiug of his f boulders ho said "It is 
too rich. The—the—" He waved his 
hands in a deprecatory way because he 
could not get the word he wanted and 
f i n a l l y dug his cane into the sod and. 
displayed some rich black ejrlh and 
fi.jid "See." 


Herr Schumacher said that thp peo- 


ple of this country could make a living 
w it'n too little exertion, that at pres- 
ent they were living on the ere^m "and 
its nch cream," he ridded. They weie 
taking only the best. The average man 
heip is piorligal. What hp earns he 
spends at once. He has- no thought of 
the morrow and rests on the eisy aw- 
suiance that hp will have no difficulty 
in i replenishing his purse when he h.is 
succeeded in emptying it. "One hun- 
dred years from now, and one hundred 
•tears is a short time in the life of n 
nation, it will be different." And all of 
this with gestures ard shrugs of shoul- 
ders and an occasional halting for a 
w o r d that added a charm to his con- 
vei s,it ion. 


It w.is a thing to he proud of and 


Herr Schumacher several times men- 
tioned that the Cologne Gazette was 
the only daily paper in Germany that 
maintained regular representatives in 
this country, and he was happy to he 
one of them, but he was careful to 
have it understood that H. Balz was 
the chief and that he, Schumacher, 


were that the Amprican soldier would 
prove the greatest on earth but at 
present he would make that admission 
only in thp strictest confidence. 


"The Japanese fight- w i t h Russia?" 


(he slid Yapanese). Except they have 
help. England will 
help 
only with 


money, never with men. The Japanese 
has brains. His head is good but he 
can not carry a gun ind mud at the 
same time. He lacks thp phvpique of 
a soldier. He cannot endure the long

Speaking of his work as a newspa- 


per correspondent there, was some dif- 
ficulty in getting Herr Schumacher to 
give his- opinion or i.ither to under- 
stand him. HP declared however lh.it 
in this country there was in tnat po- 
sition a vast diferencp from the con- 
ditions, which faced one in thp capitals 
of continental Europe. In Vienna for 
instance a mere newspaper co-respon- 
dent had no social standing, w h i l e at 
Washington his social obligations, if 
ho caiod to make thpm, were many.'HO 
left thp impression th.it it was fre- 
quently fiom the gossip in social life 
that pointers for his letters were to be 
had, 
but when the question was point- 


edly put he said "Oh no we talk about 
the weather." HP has thp newspaper 
instinct and when asked whit success 
hp had in interview-ing 
department 


heads, etc., for news he siid "they Mi 
you what has been done. We want 
what will be."

Kdward I,, when he had completed the 
conquest of that country, ordered all 
the bards to be put to death. Gray 
founded his beautiful and famous Pin- 
daric ode, "The Hard," on this tradi- 
tion, which so impressed the inhab- 
itants of (Jonway, who had read it, 
that they h.ive endeavored to fix the 
exact spot where the grief-stricken 
and unfortunate bard plunged into the 
roaring tide. Sonic of (he inhabitants 
to this day strongly believe in the 
tradition. 


Going back to the early history of 


Conway Castle, we find that King Kd- 
ward I., having summoned Llewellyn, 
Prince of Wales, to do him honor for 
his principality, as his grandfather had 
done In 1237, to Henry III., the prince 
refused. 
This offended King fCdwnrd, 


nnd later he led an army into Wales 
and obliged him to submit and give 
hostages for the payment of fifty thou- 
sands pounds sterling for the expenses 
of the war. This debt he afterwards 
remitted. 


In the year 12S1 TJcwellyn, relying 


on a prophecy of Merlin, wherein it 
was foitold he should wear the crown 
of Brutus, king of the whole island of 
Albion, again revolted. He was de- 
feated and slain in a battle near Snow- 
don. 
To protect him from these fre- 


quent insurrections, and to hold his 
new subjects, the Welsh, in 128-1 King 
Kdward 
built Conway Castle at the 


month of the river Conway, on a spot 
which had been formerly fortified by 
Ilii^h, K'ii'1 of Chosloi, in the time 
of William the Conqueror. 


Conway Castle is one of the noblest 


structures in .ill Britain, as well as 
one of the most picturesque, and the 
i c n l e r of many historical facts,.

Ha warden Castlo is located on 
an 


eminence in the village ot Hawrirden, 
f i v n miles east of Chester, and was the 
sp.it of the barons of Montnult, stewards 
ot the Palatinate of Chester. 
In the 


year 1281 the Lord of Denbigh, being 
reconciled to his brother, Llewellyn, 
Prince: of AVfiles, besieged 
and took 


this fortress, putting numbers to death, 
and carrying (Jliffoirl away captive. 
The castle was destroyed, hut was re- 
built. On the night of Palm 
Sunday, 


3282, during a tempest which favored 
the design, it was storm eel bv Dnvid, 
brother of Lle\\ellyn, 
in their last 


struggle with the English. In the time 
of rtie civil wars of Charles I., a portion 
of this army that had served against 
the Irish, being rm.illed to support the 
royal cause in Britain, landed at Mor- 
tyn and laid siege to Hawarelen Castle. 
They sent a verbal summons, by a 
trumpet, to the garrison, in return to 
which they received a refusal, together 
viith an admonition to change Papist 
for Protestantism. 
The besiegers re- 


plied that "They came not to hear the 
garrison preach, but to demand them 


to surrender." After a fortnight's siege 
the 
< astle surrendered without much 
bloodshed. It is supposed, however, to 
have fallen again into the hands of the 
Parliament before the taking of Ches- 
ter. The building, probably, was laid 
in rums by virtue of an order of thf> 
House, in a. i ommolion (occasioned by 
long arrears) among their own soldier? 
in North AY ,iles, when in 
16:>7 many 


(astles wore demolished. Ha warden i? 
a Saxon name, and the place was, prob- 
ably at the time of the conquest, one 
of rne residences of Edward, K,irl of 
Mere-ill 
Another historian tells us 


that it had been a stronghold of Sax- 
on, Dane and Norman 
and that later 


th? Cavaliers and Roundheads played 
havoc with it, nulling it to pieces, 
stone by stone. 


The more recent history makes Ha- 


vnrdcn Ca«tle twe-fold. more inter- 
esting, it being the home of one of the 
greatest men in the Victorian age. The 
view from the castle is lovely. The riv- 
er Dee is in sight, creeping toward 
the sen between low sand banks over- 
flowing and covering the banks at 
high tide. The ground is rolling and 
well-wooded, and the sound of rippling 


brooks come up from 
the glens and 


mingle with the rustle of the ever- 
whispering leaves of the beeches and 
o,iks. Over the glades the derricks and 
chimneys of neighboring collieries are 
visible. 
In the distance the clear air 


is thickened by a brownish cloud. It 
is the smoke of Liverpool, wherfe Olwd- 
stone was born. Everything Is plain 
and substantial about the place, but 
there is any amount of rare books, 
rare prints and rare, and valuable bric- 
a-brac. 


The most interesting room to many 


at Ha warden is the library, furnished 
simply with a. couch and a few wicker 
and leather-covered chairs. The book- 
cases not only surround the walls to 
wiihln a few inches of the ceiling, leav- 
ing no space for pictures and barely 
enough for a few busts, but. are built 
out laterally from the walls into the 
room, forming alcoves just wide enough 
to ndmit one person at a time. 
In 


the room are two desks, one Mr. Glad- 
stone had used purely for 
political 
matters, and 
the other for literary 


•work, from which 
he never allowed 


himself to be wholly estranged.
